Qiyamat" by Shah Rafiuddin at Page 21(scan is given in the following) 

Translation : Its told that 

• After appearance of Mahdi, Muslim "Armies" of Madinah will join Mahdi in Makkah. 

• Saints of Syria ,Iraq and Yemen will join Mahdi 

• Countless "Arab" Muslims will join Imam Mahdi army straight away. 

• Mahdi will take out the treasure of Kaabah and distribute among Muslims. 

Most of this is totally wrong because of the following points from authentic ahadith. 

1. Mahdi is not living in an Arab area 

2. Mahdi is not having the appearance of the Arabs 

3. Very few Arabs will join Imam Mahdi 

4. Arabs will attack Imam Mahdi soon after his appearance 

5. Mahdi army will be attacked three times by the Arabs 

6. An Arab tribe will be made slaves by Mahdi

Translation : Famous scholar of Hadith, Hafiz Ibn Hajar also accepted the same rule about Masnad Ahmad 
and said that there is no Daif Hadith in Masnad Ahmad.Also Ibn Hajar did not accepted the ruling of Ibn 
J auzi considering some of the ahadith of Masnad Ahmad as Daif.lnfact Ibn Hajar wrote a book called "Al- 
Qaul-ul-Masdood" in which he proved the claim of Ibn J auzi wrong and proved that even these ahadith 
were not Daif(Reference from Muntakhib Kanzul Amal,Ali Hamish,Page 8,9, volume l). 8 

Remember Makkah and Madinah are international cities and millions of Muslims all 
over the world are present there.The appearance ofMahdi in Kaabah at Makkah 
doesn't mean that he is an Arabic speaking person

Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: The Last Hour 
would not come until the Romans would land at al-A'maq or in Dabiq. An army consisting of the 
best (soldiers) of the people of the earth at that time will come from Medina (to counteract 
them). When they will arrange themselves in ranks, the Romans would say: Do not stand 
between us and those (Muslims) who took prisoners from amongst us. Let us fight with them; 
and the Muslims would say: Nay, by Allah, we would never get aside from you and from our 
brethren that you may fight them. They will then fight and a third (part) of the army would run 
away, whom Allah will never forgive. A third (part of the army) which would be constituted of 
excellent martyrs in Allah's eye, would be killed and the third who would never be put to trial 
would win and they would be conquerors of Constantinople. And as they would be busy in 
distributing the spoils of war (amongst themselves) after hanging their swords by the olive 
trees, the Satan would cry: The Dajjal has taken your place among your family. They would then 
come out, but it would be of no avail. And when they would come to Syria, he would come out 
while they would be still preparing themselves for battle drawing up the ranks. Certainly, the 
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time of prayer shall come and then Jesus (peace be upon him) son of Mary would descend and 
would lead them in prayer. When the enemy of Allah would see him, it would (disappear) just 
as the salt dissolves itself in water and if he (Jesus) were not to confront them at all, even then 
it would dissolve completely, but Allah would kill them by his hand and he would show them 
their blood on his lance (the lance of Jesus Christ). 33

We also have ahadith telling that Imam Mahdi will lead at least one prayer at the time of 
Prophet Isa's (alayhay salam) arrival. 

This discussion is given in detail in chapter 4 of this book. Briefly it should be known that even 
Dear Prophet Muhammad (Salallaho alayhay wa sallam) prayed behind two companions i.e Abu 
Bakar Siddik and Abdur Rehman bin Awf but it doesn't mean at all that the companions 
became the Caliphs in the presence of the Prophet. (Please check chapter 4 for detail)

'Abdullah b. 'Amr reported that a person came to him and said: What is this hadith that you 
narrate that the Last Hour would come at such and such time?

I have decided that I would 
not narrate anything to anyone now. I had only said that you would see after some time an 
important event that the (sacred) House (Ka'ba) would be burnt and it would happen and 
definitely happen. He then reported that Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) said: The

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Dajjal would appear in my Ummah and he would stay (in the world) for forty-l cannot say 
whether he meant forty days, forty months or forty years. And Allah would then send Jesus son 
of Mary who would resemble 'Urwa b Mas'ud. He (Jesus Christ) would chase him and kill him. 
Then people would live for seven years that there would be no rancour between two persons. 
Then Allah would send cold wind from the side of Syria that none would survive upon the earth 
having a speck of good in him or faith in him but he would die, so much so that even if some 
amongst you were to enter the innermost part of the mountain, this wind would reach that 
place also and that would cause his death. I heard Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) 
as saying: Only the wicked people would survive and they would be as careless as birds with the 
charactertistics of beasts. They would never appreciate the good nor condemn evil. Then the 
Satan would come to them in human form and would say: Don't you respond?

And he would command them to worship the idols but, in spite of 
this, they would have abundance of sustenance and lead comfortable lives. Then the trumpet 
would be blown and no one would hear that but he would bend his neck to one side and raise it 
from the other side and the first one to hear that trumpet would be the person who would be 
busy in setting right the tank meant for providing water to the camels.

And in the hadith narrated by Salih like the one 

transmitted by Laith the words are:" impartial judge". And in the hadith transmitted by Ziyad the words are:" Till 

one sajda is better than the worldand what it contains. Then Abu Huraira used to say," recite" if you like: Not one

There is one hadith that tells in Saheeh Muslim that Prophet Eisa Alayhay salam will pray 
behind Mahdi but we also have the following hadith of Saheeh Muslim that tells Prophet 
Eisa Alayhay salam will lead the prayers himself..

Abu Huraira reported Allah's Messenger (may peace be upon him) as saying: The Last Hour would not come until the 
Romans would land atal-A'maq or in Dabiq. An army consisting of the best (soldiers) of the people of the earth at 
thattime will come from Medina (to counteract them). When they will arrange themselves in ranks, the Romans 
would say: Do notstand between us and those (Muslims) who took prisoners from amongst us. Let us fight with 
them; and the Muslims would say: Nay, by Allah, we would never get aside from you and from our brethren that you 
may fight them. They will then fight and a third (part) of the army would run away, whom Allah will never forgive. A 
third (part of the army) which would be constituted of excellent martyrs in Allah's eye, would be killed and the third 
who would never be putto trial would win and they would be conquerors of Constantinople. And as they would be 
busy in distributing the spoils of war (amongst themselves) after hanging their swords by the olive trees, the Satan 
would cry: The Dajjal has taken your place among your family. They would then come out, but it would be of no avail. 
And when they would come to Syria, he would come out while they would be still preparing themselves for battle 
drawing up the ranks. Certainly, the time of prayer shall come and then J esus (peace be upon him) son of Mary 
would descend and would lead them in prayer. When the enemy of Allah would see him, it would (disappear) just 
as the salt dissolves itself in waterand if he (J esus) were notto confrontthem at all, even then itwould dissolve 
completely, but Allah would kill them by his hand and he would show them their blood on his lance (the lance of 
Jesus Christ). 39 

It written above that Prophet Eisa Alayhay Salam will lead the prayers and not Imam 
Mahdi. 

Note : Even if there are ahadith that Imam Mahdi will lead prayers, this does not 
mean at all that Prophet Eisa alayhay salam will not be the Islamic Caliph. We know 
that Dear Prophet Muhammad Salallaho alayhay salam also prayed behind Abdur 
Rehman bin Auf and Abu Bakar Siddique. 

Dear Prophet Muhammad (Salallaho alayhay wa sallam) also prayed 
behind two Sahaba (Companions) 

It was reported that the Prophet, sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, prayed behind Abu 
Bakr and by Abdur- Rahmaan I bn 'Awf, may Allaah be pleased with them. Moreover,

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Imaam Ahmad and I bn Khuzaymah reported: "Al-Mugheerah Ibn Shu 'bah, may Allaah 
be pleased with him, was asked whether anyone of this nation had led the Prophet, 
sallallaahu 'a/ayhi wa sallam, in prayer other than Abu Bakr, and he replied: "Yes." He 
mentioned that the Prophet, sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, performed ablution and he wiped 
over his socks and turban. Then Al-Mugheerah also said: "He [the Prophet] prayed behind 
Abdur-Rahmaan Ibn 'Aw f and I was with him in one Rak'ah of Fajr, and then me made up 

the Rak'ah that we had missed" 

In the wording of Ahmad: "Al-Mugheerah Ibn Shu'bah said: "There are two 
characteristics that I would never ask anyone else about them as I saw the Prophet, 
sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, doing them: the Imaam praying behind a man among the 
people under his guardianship and I saw the Prophet, sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, praying 
behind Abdur-Rahmaan Ibn 'Awf one Rak'ah of Fajr [as he had missed one Rak'ah] and I 
saw the Prophet, sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam, wiping over his socks."

When they would land therE. they will nEither fight with weapons nor would showar arrows but would only say:" There is no 
god but Allah and Allah is the Greatest," that one side of it would fall. Thaur (one of the narrators) said: I think that he said: 
The part by the side of the ocean. Then they would say for the second time:" There is no god but Allah and Allah is the 
Greatest" that the second side would also fall, and they would say:" There is no god but Allah and Allah is the Greatest," that 
the gates would be opened for them and they would enter therein and, they would be collecting spoils of war and 
distributing them amongst themselves that a noise would be heard and It would be said: Verily, Dajjal has come. And thus 
they would leave everything there and would turn to him. 41

It was narrated that Sharik bin Shihab said: "I usad tn wish that I could meat a man among 
the Companions of The Prophet(salallaho alayhay wa sallam^ ji 5 ^i* M and ask him 
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about the Khawanj. Than I mat Abu Barzah on the day of Id, with a number of his companions 
I said to him: 'Did you hear the Messenger of Allah ^ 5 jt 5 &\ mention the Khawarij?' 
He said: 'Yes. I heard the Messenger of Allah ^ ji 3 M jl. with my own cars, and saw 
him with my own eyes. Some wealth was brought to the Messenger of Allah ji 3 ~k M 
^ 5 and he distributed it to those on his right and on his left, but he did not give anything to 
those who were behind him. Then a man stood behind him and said: "Muhammad! You have 
not been just in your division!" He was a baclk man with patchy (shaved) hair.t wearing two 
white garments and sign of prostration between forehead. So Allah's Messenger 
pL, 3 jt 3 became very angry and said: "By Allah! You will not find a man after me who is more 
just than me."He(Salallaho alayhay wa sallam) repeated these words three times. Then he 
said: "A people will come at the end of time from the east; as if he is one of them and their 
appearance will also be like this man.They will be reciting the Qur'an without it passing 
beyond their throats. They will go through Islam just as the arrow goes through the target. 
Their distinction will be shaving. They will not cease to appear until the last of them 
comes with Al-Maslh Ad Dajjal. So when you meet them, then kill them, they are the worst 
of created beings." G4 

The above hadith is not just for the Khawarij h 65 but for all times since its clearly told that 
such people will appear constantly till the end time and will join Dajjal.

Narrated Abu Sa'id: While The PrDphet(salallahD alayhay wa sallam) was distributing (something. 
'Abdullah bin Dhil Khawaisira At-Tamimi came and said. "Be just. D Allah's Apostle!" The 
PrQphet(salallaha alayhay wa sallam) said. "Woe ta you ! Who wuuld be just if I were not?" 'Umar 
bin Al-Khattab said. "Allow me to cut off his neck ! " The Praphet(salallaha alayhay wa sallam) 
said, " Leave him, for he has companions, and if you compare your prayers with their 
prayers and your fasting with theirs, you will look down upon your prayers and fasting, in 
comparison to theirs. Yet they will go out of the religion as an arrow darts through the 
game's body in which case, if the Qudhadh of the arrow is examined, nothing will be found on it. 
and when its Nasi is examined, nothing will be found on it; and then its Nadiyi is examined, nothing 
will be found on it. The arrow has been too fast to be smeared by dung and blood. The sign by which 
these people will be recognized will be a man whose one hand (or breast) will be like the breast of 
a woman (or like a moving piece of flesh). These people will appear when there will be differences 
among the people (Muslims)." Abu Sa'id added: I testify that I heard this from The Prophet(salallaho 
alayhay wa sallam) and also testify that 'Ali killed those people while I was with him.

It was narrated that Abu Saaad Al-Khudri said: "When ha was in Yemen, 'Ali sent a piece of 
gold that was still mixed with Sediment to the Messenger of Allah (Salallaho alayhay wa 
sallam) and the Messenger of Allah(Salallaho alayhay wa sallam) distributed it among four 
People: Al-Aqra' bin Habis Al-Hanzall, 'Uyaynah bin Badr Al- Fazari, 'Alqamah bin 'Ulathah Al 
'Amiri, who was from Banu Kilab and Zaid At-Ta'i who was from Banu Nabhan. The Quraish" 
- he said one time "the chiefs of the Quraish" - "became angry and said: 'You give to the 
chiefs of Najd and not to us?' He said: 'I only did that, so as to soften their hearts toward 
Islam.' Then a man with a thick beard, prominent cheeks, sunken eyes, a high forehead, 
and a shaven head came and said: 'Fear Allah, Muhammad!' He said: 'Who would obey Allah if 
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I disobeyed Him? (Is it fair that) He has entrusted me with all the people of the Earth but you 
do not trust me?' Then the man went away, and a man from among the people, whom they 
(the narrators) think was Khalid bin Al Walid, asked for permission to kill him. The Messenger 
of Allah (Salallaho alayhay wa sallam) said: 'Among the offspring of this man will be some 
people who will recite the Qur'an but it will not go any further than their throats. They 
will kill the Muslims but leave the idol worshippers alone, and they will pass through Islam as 
an arrow passes through the body of the target. If I live to see them, I will kill them all, as 
the people of 'Ad were killed.". 67

"Ha gives to the chiefs of Najd and leaves us!" The Prophet said, "I just wanted to attract and 
unite their hearts (make them firm in Islam)." Than there came a man with sunken eyes, 
bulging forehead, thick beard, fat raised cheeks, and clean-shaven head, and said, "0
